20  CASES  OF  PNEUMONIA  WERE  NOTIFIED.  DEATH  REGISTRATIONS 
INCLUDED  15  DEATHS  FROM  THIS  CAUSE.  THIS  WAS  COINCIDENT  WITH  AN 
INFLUENZA  OUTBREAK  DURING  THE  FIRST  QUARTER.

FROM  THEIR  FAMILTY  DOCTORS.  SESSIONS  FOR  IMMUNISATION  BY 
INDIVIDUAL  APPOINTMENT  THROUGH  THE  COUNTY  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  WERE 
HELD  IN  SOME  VILLAGE  HALLS.  THE  PROPORTION  OF  PARENTS  WISHING 
THEIR  FOURTEEN  YEAR  OLD  CHILDREN  TO  HAVE  VACCINATION  AGAINST

BARDON,  BUT  THIS  WAS  ONLY  TEMPORARY.

Bosworth  supply  were  dealt  with  by  the  Leicester  Water  Department.

Public  Health  Committee.  A  sewer  was  laid  in  Fenny  Drayton 

BUT  DELAY  IN  CONNECTION  OF  INDIVIDUAL  PROPERTIES  PROLONGED  THE 
EXISTENCE  OF  DITCH  NUISANCES. 

RE-HOUSING. 


From  time  to  time  requests  are  received  for  support  of 

THE  RE-HOUSING  OF  TENANTS  LIVING  IN  UNFIT  PROPERTY.  THE  MAJORITY 
OF  SUCH  REQUESTS  DURING  '\96J\  CAME  FROM  RESIDENTS  OF  (BSTOCK  AND 

Markfield.  In  the  latter  parish  the  rate  of  re-housing  IS  VERY 

SLOW.  W 1  THE  RLE Y  HAS  A  FAIR  NUMBER  OF  UNFIT  HOUSES  BUT  THE 
PROSPECT  OF  NEW  COUNCIL  HOUSES  IS  AT  LAST  IN  SIGHT.  THERE  IS 
ALSO  EVIDENCE  OF  A  SIMILAR  NEED  FOR  NEW  COUNCIL  HOUSES  IN 
B ARLESTONE. 

It  is  noted  with  satisfaction  that  the  Council  plans  to 

BUILD  FLATLETS  FOR  ELDERLY  PEOPLE  IN  I BSTOCK .  THERE  IS  NO  DOUBT 
ABOUT  THE  NEED  CONTINUING  AS  THE  GENERAL  POPULATION  IS  AN  AGEING 
ONE  . 

Without  entering  into  a  discussion  on  the  merits  of  caravans 

FOR  GENERAL  HABITATION  IT  IS  WORTHY  OF  REPORT  THAT  AT  ONE  TIME  IN 
1961  ATTENTION  WAS  DRAWN  TO  FIVE  FAMILIES  ALL  |N  CARAVANS,  WHO 
WISHED  FOR  SUPPORT  FOR  APPLICATIONS  FOR  RE-HOUSING  IN  PERMANENT 
HOUSES  BECAUSE  OF  ADDITIONS  TO  THE  FAMILY,  I.E.,  AN  INFANT  WAS 
EXPECTED  OR  HAD  JUST  ARRIVED. 

FLOODING. 

Following  heavy  rain  in  the  1960-61  winter,  flooding  of 

FIELDS  IN  NEWBOLD  VERDON  AND  WATERLOGGING  OF  GARDENS  OF  PRIVATE 
HOUSES  LED  TO  COMPLAINTS  AND  IN  TURN  TO  SPECIAL  CONSIDERATION 
BY  THE  OFFICIALS  OF  THE  COUNTY  AND  DISTRICT  COUNCILS,  TOGETHER  WITH 
OTHER  INTERESTED  PARTIES. 

At  Witherley,  much  consideration  was  given  by  the 

OFFICIALS  TO  THE  PROBLEM  OF  THE  WATERCOURSE,  THE  RIVER  ANKER  AND 
THEIR  EFFECT  ON  THE  VILLAGE.  THE  MATTER  WAS  FURTHER  TAKEN  UP 

with  the  Trent  River  Board.  A  major  scheme  is  expected.

OPERATIONS  AT  THE  BRICK  &  PIPE  WORKS. 

In  connection  with  the  Spoil  Heap  and  the  Quarry,  much 

TIME  IS  SPENT  IN  TAKING  OBSERVATIONS  AND  IN  DISCUSSING 
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Atmospheric  Pollution.  (Cont) 

WITH  MANAGEMENT  OFFICIALS,  MEANS  OF  IMPROVING  THE  SITUATION. 

It  would  appear  THAT  the  respective  emissions  of  dust  and  fumes 

ARE  DEPENDENT  TO  SOME  DEGREE  ON  PRODUCTION  LEVELS  AND  ATMOSPHERIC 

conditions.  Consequently  observations  vary  from  day  to  day.  If 

PRODUCTION  IS  STEPPED  UP  AND  WEATHER  CONDITIONS  ARE  UNFAVOURABLE 
THERE  IS  DISCOMFORT  TO  THE  SURROUNDING  RESIDENTIAL  AREA.  On  THE 
OTHER  HAND,  A  CHANGE  IN  THESE  TWO  FACTORS  OFTEN  RESULTS  IN  A 
DISAPPEARANCE  OF  ANY  CAUSE  FOR  COMPLAINT.
